jpOMMERGIAL TRAVMLLEJ&a. 

As the capacities of n>^nllfBct^^rin^; 
crtiitroB iiicroaso boyoiui tho demand of 
tbe radius of mipijly, and the competition 
among wholesale houaaa get« more keen it 
becomea neccisary tu go farther aOeld in 
BBftroh of of custom, and that tliis search 
is practically anliraited in extent is evi- 
denced by the presence here of drummers 
representing houses doing business in the 
eastern states and provinces. Speaking 
versonally, the ooinniercial travellers who 
come among us are a very gontloniaiily 
«nd pleasant class of men, but regarding 
them from a busiaess point of view they 
cannot be regarded with particular favor 
liy the men whose trades they ofl'oct, nor 
perhaps by those who can sec in the pay- 
ments made to thara naught but .so much 
money being sent out of the province 
never to return. Although our wholesale 
merchants also import, terms are allowed 
them which permit them to receive a 
profit while selling at the same figures as 
the aijents of eastern houses, thus retain- 
ing in the province a sum equivalent to 
their buainesa exponaea and profits. The 
tax imposed on the commercial traveller, 
when he is encountered by the oolleotor, 
is, wo believe, the sum of $10. He car- 
ries witti him few or no go. )d8— {generally 
only samploa, ond has no eipunaeo in 
the way of hired clarka, porters, utc. , 
while rent for storage is a thing nearly 
uukuown to him. With these advan- 
tages a commercial traveller shipping his 
good* in bulk from the east for direct de- 
liverj to buyers is able to sell at a 
■mailer margin and thus gain what may 
be known as the inside track. This cus- 
tom which has now become fairly well es- 
tablished is gaining ground, and wliile it 
behooves out merchants — in view of the 
completion of the Canadian Pacific rsil- 
iray — to atipulate for terms that will en- 
able them to stand upon an e(|ual footing 
with the travelling agents, it is also pos- 
sible for the city to impose a heavier 
license upon the men who make large 
protits in short visits. In San Francisco 
where the complaints of this system are 
daily becoming louder, the license col- 
lector has long been empowered to de- 
mand $'2G a quorter from the travellers, 
and the merchants of rhst city are agita- 
ting for the chamber of commorca to im- 
pose a higher license. Business must be 
done; but if the agents of eastern houses 
are to have the lion's share it would be 
just as well that the cofers of the city 
sbeuld receive a large percentage of their 
profits. 

RUSSIA'S LATEST DEMAND. 

Russia's latest demand is for the cession 
to her by Turkey of the important city of 
Er//eroum in Armenia, which commands 
all the great caravan routes leadiiij; into 
Persia, Anotolis and Syria, liy the spe- 
cial treaty of February, 1879, concluded 
between Oount Lobanotf in bahalf of Rus- 
sia, and Karatheodori Pasha, Turkish 
minister of foreign atl'airs, the war indem- 
nity levied upon Turkey was Gxud at 
802,600,000 francs, or lilGO.oOO.OUO cash. 
Turkey has paid very little uf this, and 
Kussia has held the indemnity menacing- 
ly over the sultan's bead for tha very pur- 
pose of forcing cessions of valuable terri- 
. torv to satisfy the judgment. The city 
of Krzorouni and an additional alicu of 
Armenia would be agreeable to Russia. 
Whether Kngland will prote.st againal 
such a demand is somewhat doubtful, for 
Turkey has not carried out the reforms in 
Asia Minor and Armenia proniiaed on 
condition of Enghnd's defense of her 
Aaiatto territory.

Sleanaer. 

("iilo.Mio, .July lit. — The ('auadiMU 
steamer laauc Slay eta^goreil into harb.ir 
early to-day, without fuel aud destitute of 
provisions. Capt. Muir, her master, re- 
lates a strange experience. The May left 
Chicago throe weeks ago, towing the barges 
Seveiu, Musk it aud Waubashene. After a 
ruu of tlve days they arrived at Mauitouliu 
ialaud, on tho Canadian side of Lake Hu- 
rou. It is the largest inland iu the great 
lakss, aud is covered with cedar trees. For 
weeka uot a drop of rain had fallen. 
Shortly after the steaiuor and her tow be- 
gan to take on their cargo of postt; aud tiea 
tha woods auddeuly burat into a great 
blazo, and no sooner had tho lire atarted 
thau a severe wind storm eame over the in- 
land, driving tlames in every direction. The 
people fled iu terror to the lieaoh, and 
sought shelter on board of vessels, which 
pullml out into the lake. Scores of bear, 
roaring with pain, ran out of the woods, 
with the hair aiiiged from their sides, aud 
plunged into tlie lake. The aceuo waa 
giaud beyond lieacriinioii. Flames shot 
iuto the air for huiidreda of feet, and 
turned uight into day, while the heat was 
ao inteuae that tho boata were obliged to 
l<'iivi' tbeir luooriugs aud puah out into the 
lake. The nciae was deufeuiug, and amid 
all the diu aud oonfusiou thouauuds of 
birds fluttered uronnd their late homes un- 
til tired with couataut flight, they dropped 
iuto the lake or fell into the flames. In 
numerous cases deer and bear ruahed from 
the woods together and threw themselves 
into tho cooling waters of the lake. 

A WELCOMK MAIN. < 

For five days the flacaes held their sway, 
burning over acres of valuable timber, and 

destroyed a vast amount of stoek that hud 
been piled on tht- beach for ahipmont. 
Then a drendiiug rain atorm sot in and 
coiitimicd until tlie lire wuh \>nl out.

The vesai-U loll ib.e ialaiul last 
Saturday mm niiii;, and .i.-t dciisM clouda of 
smoke from the buvuing timber luul aettltd 
down over the water, the vesaeU had to 
pii k theh" woy through the ihirkiuj.-ia. The 
.ati amer paaaed througb the Struita Mon- 
day uveiiing, but bad hiirdly entered lake 
Mioliigan wln ii thuy ruu iuto another bank 
uf amoke that shut out everythiug from 
view. I'he first barge iu tow could not bo 
seen from the decks of tho steamer. Capt. 
Muir waM momentarily expecting a eolliaion 
with acme a|Ji)roachinf< vessel. On all aidea 
could bo heard Ibo sitjiialrf of )inaBing 
bltauuTa, bill by uioviuu; alowly ami Hound- 
ing the wluHllcs at Irequent iiitoi valM, tho 
Hteamcr uiade her way through the auioke 
iu aafctT- His progres.s liad beoiiau greatly 
iui|.>(lr.l. livv.evii, that when about lUU 
niilea iioith of C'hicago the engineer report- 
ed that the coal bunkera were empty, and 
about tho same time the steward informed 
the eaptiiin that there was nothing left to 
eat but salt pork.
